The committee, consinti.ig of D. T. Monsarrat 
from the Cimmon Council, J. T. Burton from 
the Board of Aldermen, John W.Gray assistant 
city engineer, and T. C. Pomeroy, have ju=t 
returned from their miction and speak in very 
flat'eiir.g terms of tha neat, substantial, and 
workmanlike manner in wuich the road bed has 
been censtr .c ed Fo;- directness of line, easy 
grade, and durability it cannot be surpassed by 
any road in the West. Or" the bridge masonry, 
culverts, Ice, the committee speak with great 
praise. Several very Urge arch culverts have 
been built by farmers. 

The committee commenced their examina- 
tion a' Lebanon. They were accompanied by 
Ben. Spalding, E.-q., VMM piesident of the road, 
and several other gentlemen. 

The road passes throng & country, the greater 
portion of which cannot be excelled iu any part 
of our State. The fifteen counties which have no 
other outlet tut this road canr.ct fail but make 
it one of the best paying roads. In Marion 
couuty alone there are oO 000 bushels of wheat 
and many hog- heads of tobacco waiting for a 
i^rket. The ci'iz^ ia of these counties are 
4}Ve to their interests, and are liberally ex- 
tending their aid to the road. Some of them 
have determined to turn cut with their team^ 
and haul the ready framed bridges to their re- 
spective sites free of charge, in order that there 
may be no delay in laying the rails. We con- 
gratulate our friends in that section on the 
prospect of the early completion of this great 
work, which will give them the benefit of a 
good maiket and greatly enhance the value of 
our city. 

The Branch '.eaves the L. & N R R 29 miles 
from Louisville, and is about. 37| miles in 
length. Upon 5 miles of it the track is already 
laid. The track will be laid to New Haven by 
the first of December, and, if the iron is ready, 
the road will be entireiy completed by the first 
of January, when we will be most happy to 
give our Lebanon friends a hearty welcome in 
two hours after they leave home, and also to 
furnish them a good market for all kind of pro- 
in which that section abounds.

The Nsw York Herald and George Law 
W<j copy from the New York Herald the fol 
lowing quite amusing comments upon the ex 
plosion of the political enterprise of makin 
George Law President.

For a considerable time the Ne w York Her 
aid was the chief engine at work to bring 
about his election. It bent all its wild and er 
ratic energies to that one purpose. It eulogised 
its candidate continually as one of the greatest 
and most remarkable men of the age. We will 
however, do Mr. Liw the justice to say tha* h 
seemed to understand Bennett perfectly even a 
that time. We were talking with him one day 
about Bennett's support of him, when he said 
s 'l don't care whether the rascal supports me or 
opposes me. Hs is the most perfi ;ious of dogs 
H's praising a man to-day is no indieation what 
ever that he will not ca.ll him a thief to-mor 
row:" 

Terrible Steamboat Expl\5ion— In P 
sition. —It has been our painful duty to record 
several horrible steamboat explosions, but none 
more terrible than the recent collapse of the 
apparently staunch craft, the George Law. 
Some year a»o or more the George Law went 
into t'.ie dry dock, was turned over on her beam 
ends, duly scraped, coppered, and fitted out 
with an entirely new sst of political machine 
ry. The Geo. Law then started with t 
tremendous head of steam on, and all her colors 
flying, for the White House. Under the flag, 
and with all her fires up, the George Law 
steamed away for some time in gallant styl^ 
but unfortunately ran aqainst a snag at Phila- 
delphia, on the 221 of February last. She was 
got off with difficulty, but leaked badly, and 
labored for son.e time in the wake of the clip 
per Fremont; but coming athwart the hawse 
of seveial vessels bound m the same direction, 
and beirg very clumsily handled, the George 
Law was driven into Salt river, collapsed a 
flue, her boilers exploded with a tremendous 
crash, her crew blown sky high, and her frag 
ments scattered in every direction. 

To drop metaphor, the recent terrible break 
down of George Law, and his last appearance 
on any stage, at the Academy, have" created 
a degree of inter- st and excitement much great 
er than his equally rapid rise. One of the most 
remarkable developments in the whole affair i 
found in the conduct of Law'j friends and in 
timate associates, who now fall to cursing each 
other with extreme unction. Each charges the 
other with having been the cause of the demo- 
lition of the great idol, and their conduct is rich 
in the extreme. 

Promineut among George's agenf3 was ex 
Senator W^tcot*, of Florida. Ex-Senator 
Westcott was a sort of privy councillor to Law, 
his legal advise;; Westcott prepared bis speech 
e°, dictated his political course, gave him bon 
mots and funny stories for ordinary conversa- 
tion, furnished bits of poetry for quotation, and 
dealt out homeopathic do-es of historical remi- 
niscences and political records. He was the 
Dr. Pangloss to this modern Lord Duberly. 
Since the terrible explosion, poor ex-Senator 
Westcott has disappeared from the public view 
altogether; in fact, he is so entirely used up 
that tnere is nothing left of him but a queue, 
which should be carefully preserved in some 
museum as a great natural and political curios- 
ity. Then there is George Law's spiritual ad- 
viser and chaplain-in-ordinary — the Reverend 
Joe S -oville. He, too, is in great tribulation 
Another of the same party is Doctor Valentine, 
who is George Law's physician extraordinary, 
preserving his constitution both physically and 
politically, regulating his diet, preparing pre 
scriptions to keep him in sound order, and a fit 
article for fashionable consumption. This last 
named individual has been thrown into an aw- 
ful state of mind by the great smashup of his 
great patron, and has come out with a letter in 
which he threatens to demolish the chaplain- 
in-ordinary without mercy. Here's the pre- 
cious document: 

"New Yobx, Oct. 26, 1856. 
"Joe Scoville — I will not stay my hand in 
opening your transactions to the world, and 
likewise the manner in which you got Mr. Ben. 
nett to work the Herald. You know that I have 
all the points and can raise hell. No sooner 
was this thing done than you commenced your 
dirty operations. You who commenced with 
me, in starting the Law movement, promised 
to stick tome through thick and thin, and not

to injure the man if we did not succeed; under 
these circumstances you were put in conjunc- 
tion with George Law by me.

Some of the language used by the Doctor 
may strike our readers as slightly unprofes- 
sional, but we give it to show the style of con- 
rersattoa which obtains in the upper circles of 
political life, and how mixing iu good society 
gives one that easy flow cf wit, that charm of 
repartee, that unctuous humor, that refined 
courtesy, which make the letters of Walpole, 
De Stael, ChesteifHd, Do Sevigne, and Val- 
entine alike welcome in the library of the 
scholar or the b; udoir of the beauty. How 
refined must have been the rolit.cal reunions 
ot the great s'atesman G;orge Liw, when such 
elevated language as that of the above morceau 
was mingled with the popping of champagne 
corks and the swailowing of oysters in every 
styl« ! 

The representative of the medical profession 
chaiges the representative of the clergy with 
perjury, with kicking a good pail of milk 
(that's an elegant me'aphor) to a place un- 
mentionabb, reflects on his character general- 
ly, and threatens to b'ow his ( be Rev. Jo- 
seph's) brains to the place where tt e Rev. Jo 
seph kicked the pail of milk. If that is:-.'t s 
nice opening for a fi^-Ut— a mighty pretty- 
quarrel as Sir Lucius O' Trigger would say— 
we uever taw one. We fancy it is only the 
beginning of a series of remarkable disclo 
sures. 

But the most amusing part of the whole af- 
fair i3 what the physician-in-ordi'i.uy says 
about working the Herald, as if ttn Gleraid was 
a hand-organ, or a steam-engine, t-r a force- 
pump, which was at anybody's s-rvice who saw 
fit to apply the motive power.

Mauritius — 'lhere are now in this colony 
no less than 130,000 coolies, transported thith- 
er as laborers. During the last three years the 
annual supply has ranged from 14,000 to 18,- 
000, aLd no difficulty has beeu experienced in 
hiring out the men at fiie rupees a month, be- 
sides rations. Owing to the industry of these 
laborers, the sugar crop of the Mauritius has 
heen raised from seventy millions of pounds to 
two h undred mill ioas. Hitherto the emi grants 
have been exclusively males, as Indian wcmen 
of decent situation have a prejudice against 
leaviag their coun try. In consequence of this 
a new arrange ment has been adopted, by which 
one fourth of the emigrants must be female?, 
and the proporti en is to be gradually increos- 
ed.

A Strange Story — There is a melancholy 
tale told in the memoir prefixed fo the ' Poem's 
of the late A. J. Hollii gsworth " He w as the 
illegitimate son of a lady standing well with 
the world, by whom he was committed (at 
birth) to a r.ur.-e whose name he took. His 
mother never acknowledged him — never ap- 
pears to have seen him. When he was old 
enoigh to pass out of the hands cf the weman 
whom he was taught to regard as his parent, 
he was coi.filentially entru-ted to the clergy- 
man w ho is now writer of his memoir, by 
whom he was taught and al«o inculcated with 
a taste for Arglo Saxon- A* the age of fif- 
teen young Hoilingsworth began to write verse 
Before the ege of twenty he I egan to feel the 
mysteiy cf his position in the world, and to 
make fruitless, impatient inquiries of his tutor 
as to the "uncle" v> ho was said to be the pay- 
master on his account. At the age of twenty 
he became a lover, was accep-ed, and, because 
the tutor could say nothing whatever of his 
family connection, wi- spurned as a bastard by 
the parent? of his mistress. He then rebelled 
against society, and, obtaining through the tu- 
tor, money from the unknown mother, went 
abioad, and traveled during the lest of his life 
up end down the world, lean ing strange lan- 
guage?, study ing strange ways, writing strange 
ver»e, and Ccuurg home every three or four 
years to get a fresh supply of money — through 
the tu'or — to spend a f*-w weeks in wanderii g 
near the abode of his lost mistiess, and to set 
off again. In 1853 he set off isj this manner for 
Niagara, taking a passage in the Isaac Wiight 
among the ctm-jjon emigrants. But the Isaac 
Wright struck on a ro<k, and returned a wreck 
into tne Mersey, cholera having broke;i out on 
board, and ferty-seven passengers having been 
thrown overboard befoie the ship had regained 
Liveri ool Hc'>liLgsworth was ore of those 
who did not return. He perished at the age of 
thirty five.

The Hcg and Provision Markets. — There 
being some orders in the market for long and 
short middles for early delivery, for the Liver- 
pool market, and contract') having been made 
tor about 700 boxes at about 8c. for long mid 
dies, one or two packing houses have cut about 
1.200 hogs, during the week, and have paid $6 
25 ,per cwt. net for them. The weather, how- 
ever, has not been favorable, and though it was 
quite cool the forepart of the week, Friday, 
Saturday, Sunday, and Monday were too warm, 
though it became cool yesterday, agair; but 
until the weather becomes more settled, pack- 
ing operations wiil not be carried on to any ex 
tent. The feeling in the market is decidedly 
subdued; and the general disposition manifested 
is that of holding back, until the market fairly 
opens. The large stock of old meat known to 
be in the country has a very depressing influ- 
ence on the market for hogs; because, with the 
exception of an existing demand for middles 
for the English market, and a moderate pros- 
pective one for mess pork, the demand from 
consurxers, during the next thirty days, is not 
expected to be anything more than very moder- 
ate. Last year a large demand for consumption 
set in as soon as the season opened; this season 
nothing approaching this demand is expected, 
and hence it is that no speculative feeling what- 
ever is manifested. 

In St. Louis, last Friday, 200 hhds. bacon 
sides sold in lots at 7c, and sales of the same 
kind have been made in this maiket during the 
week at 7.|c, so that with such prices as these 
and a large stock still on hands it is clear that 
$6 25 is too high for hogs. 

A private letter from Belfast, (Ireland) in- 
forms us that there is an increase of 30 per ct. 
in the receipt of hogs in that market, the pres- 
ent year, for so far, as compared with last year, 
and that there is no demand of consequence for 
bacon, as the English markets were being quite 
freely supplied with new bacon from Hamburg.

Col. Benton's Abridgment or the De- 
bates in Congress from March 4, 1789, to 
the Present I ime. — The public havt already 
been informed that the great and very im- 
portant labor of abridging the Debates of the 
Congress of the Unitod States had been under 
taken by ex-Senator Benton. The work has 
made more rapid progress than could have been 
expected, the first volume being already near 
its completion. This volume will comprise, 
as we understand, the debates of the four first 
Congresses; that is, the first eight years of the 
constitutional government 

The close of the administration of Washing- 
ton was a marked epoch In the history of our 
country, and it La appropriate that a national 



work, such as this abridgement of the debates 
of the National Legislature, should comprise 
in a separate volume, so as to present a single 
picture to the mind, the period illustrated by 
that wise, august, and serene magistracy. OJ 
that period, how few of this generation know 
even the cu-linef, much less the particulars, of 
its politics; of the questions that occupied the 
public aiteutioc; of the dangers which in its 
infancy threatened the constitution; of the wis- 
dom, modera'ion, prudence, intelligence, and 
perfect love of country that characterized the 
courcilsof the government in all its branches, 
and gave it form and solidity. 

The historical works, of which so many most 
excellent ones have been publiihed, are read by 
comparatively few persons; nor do they bring 
out so vividly or so impress the mind'as the 
dramatic pre?entation which the abridged de- 
bates will afford of the representatives of the 
people discussing the public affairs face to face, 
as it were, wi'h the reader. The words tbem- 
selves of those men, thus brought within the 
means of every one to purchase and the leisure 
of every one to read, cannot but find in every- 
one who opens the volume a willing and inter- 
C'ted listener. lnde»d we will say that, with- 
out a considerable acquaintance with the debates 
in Congress, "I'd especially those early ones, a 
knowledge o* appreciation ot the history of the 
country or the workings of the Government 
C'.nnot be obtained or retained. 

In a few advance sheets that we have reen of 
the forthcoming volume, there are already sev- 
eral most interesting debates, the subjects even 
of some of which will be new to the mass ot 
readers. For example, among the very earliest 
subjects discussed was the propriety or bes* ow- 
ing titles, after the mode of European courts 
touching their sovereigns, on the President and 
Vice President. The Senate favored the adoi ; 
tion rf titles, and its committee on the subjsct 
proposed for the Chief Magistrate the stvte cf 
•'His Highuess the President of the United 
States, and Protector of their Liberties." The 
House resolutely and si>cce.--f-.il/ opposed the 
proposition, ani refused to give or receive any 
other designations than those set forth in the 
constitution. Unfortunately, there is not any 
record of the debates on the subject in the Sen- 
ate, that body having during the first five years 
of its existence jit with closed doors as well 
in its legislative as in its executive sesiions. 

In the Houss, however, the reports are pret- 
ty lull, and are both Interesting and instructive. 
Though none of the Sp;akers in that body ad- 
vocated the proposed or any ether extraneous 
sty le of title, yet the course of the debate indi- 
cates the considerations that probably actuated 
Senatots on the affirmative of the q lestion. 
The Senate yielded to the unanimous convic- 
tions of the House, and so the precedent was 
happily established iu the first session of Con- 
gress, that in all official intercourse the first 
magistrate shall be addressed only by his con- 
stitutional dfsignation of The President. — 
Among the Speakers in the House on this ques- 
tion were Mr Madison, Mr. Paricer, of Virgin- 
la, 'Mr. Ciymer, of Pennsylvania, and Roger 
Sherman, of Counectic t 

The first bu>iness iutrodured into the House 
of Representatives, after the complete organ- 
ization of the government by the inauguration 
of the President, was a bill to collect "duties 
on imports " It was introduced by Mr. Madi 
son, and a furious and interesting feature of 
the debates upon it is that every speaker, with- 
out exception, seemed to regard the protection 
of home industry as one of the object.* to be em- 
braced, as a matter of course, in any project of 
raising revenue ou foreigr importations; but the 
duties which were to give this protection were 
only 5, 7£, 10, and 15 per cent. 

A bill io establish a "uniform rule of natural- 
izition" was also among the early subjects 
of discussion in the first Cougress. Every 
speaker in the HoejM was in favor of en- 
couraging immigration and peopling the coun- 
try, the d'tferei-ces relating only to the term cf 
residence that sho«.li be required, and whether 
some mode could not be devised to exclude dis 
reputable persons. Oae of the members, 
however [Mr. Page, of Virginia], seems to 
have had a prescience of what should happen 
in these latter day. He say.-: "Indeed, sir, 1 
fear if we go on as proposed now, in the in 
fancy of our republic, we shall in time r< quire 
a test of faith and politics of every p»rson who 
shall come into these States." The brevity and 
practical and direct character, as well as the 
temperateness and decorum of these earlier de- 
bates, will attract the attention of every reader 
and increase his regard for the fathers of tht 
republic and the institutions they established 
The p!an of this abridgment is not to 
present merely the opinions of those Sena- 
tors and Representatives who have become 
most known to fame, but the remarks of 
every one who shall at any time have 
spoken in Congress to any matter thai 
retains a public ittere t. In this way there 
is perhaps hardly a t familyi n the United 
States that will not find the name of a con- 
nexion, near or remote, presented in the honor- 
able position of a representative of the people, 
and know the part he acted in the transaction 
of public affairs. It is only in this way, more- 
over, that a faithful picture can be presented of 
the discussions of the National Legislature 
The plan of the work embraces, also, frequent 
and sometimes copious explanatory notes of 
the debates and the circumstances that called 
them forth; and, at marked periods in the his- 
tory of Congress and the conntry, a retrospec- 
tive review.

He 
unites habits of indefatigable industry and ap- 
plication; a familiar acquaintance with the 
whole range of American history, and especial- 
ly with that of Congress; a concise and per- 
spicuous style; sound judgment, and an active 
and vigorous mind; long experience, ani 
patriotic and liberal sentiments.

The Re-Openino or the Slav* Tea be. — 
The decree which has recently been issued by 
Gen. Walker, President of the Republic of Nic- 
aragua, re-establishing the institution of slavery, 
and inviting the importation of negroes, is now 
attracting much attention. 

For our own part we were highly pleased 
with the decree, for we are decidedly in favor 
of re-opening the slave trade, in order that the 
price of negroes may be reduced to such figures 
that every industrious poor man may purchase 
and become a slaveholder. 

We regard the course pursued by General 
Walker as not only correct, but challenges the 
approval of the entire mass of people inhabit- 
ing the Southern States, and we believe that 
they will sustain him in the position he has 
assumed. 

Hoping and believing that the confederacy 
now known as the United States of North 
America will soon be dissolved, we look upon 
this movement of General Walker as thst of a 
•tateiman, and we hope the day is not far dis- 
tant when Central America, embracing the 
island of Cuba, will form part of the Southern 
confederacy — Carolina Tim$», Oct. 27.
